GERMANY FIRST. 

We think that the French 
taxpayers have a certain amount 
of right on their side, in refusing 
to consider the proposal by M. 
Klotz, Minister of Finance, to 
levy a tax on capital. The 
general feeling on the matter 
seems to be that Germany must 
pay before any of the victorious 
countries are called up to. meet 
by taxation the increase that -is 
inevitable. The question of mak- 
ing Germany pay is a vexed one, 
and after more than four months’ 
discussion still remains unsolved. 
We have come to the conclusion 
that at present there — is 
no basis for computing Ger-

CANTON GERMANS. 


FIRST BATCH LEAVES. 


The first” batch of deported] ® 
Germans left Canton at ten o'clock 
on Thursday morning, aboard the 
Butterfield & Swire’s ss. Sui 
Yang, for Shanghai, by way of 
Hongkong. The batch consisted 
of five men, six women, ‘and 


twelve children, representing six’ 


families in all. Several men from 
the Tarantula and the Maritime 
Chinese Customs were on board 
with the Germans. The deporta- 
tion was ordered by the Bureau 
of Repatriation of Enemy Subjects 
of the Military Goyernment. . 

Another batch of 29 Germans 
will be deported to-day, and 
they will probably be sent back 
to Germany direét from Hong- 
kong, if the arrangments being 
made are complete. . 

‘Li Shu Cheng is the 
director of the Repatriation 
Bureau, assisted by .Wa Cheng 
and Wen Liang Yi, associate 
directors.—Canton Times.

Shipping auchorities continue 
Its be keenly interested in the 


‘future of ‘the British lines con-)° 


jtrolled by the International Mer- 
cantile Marine Company, which 
suggests interesting possibilities, 
On. the one hand there has 
been the refusal of the United 
States Shipping Board to permit 
the sale to a British syndicate 
of the stips controlled by 
the International “Mercantile 
Marine Company, but fying the 
British flag, and.on the other, the 
willingness of the United States 
Government, officially announced, 
to purchase the véssels on the 
terms of the British offer, which 
ig popularly supposed to be $90,- 
000,000 (£18,000,000), and work 


"| them as Government-owned ships. 


The whole question has been 
much discussed in the American 
Press, and particularly. an an- 
nouncement by Mr. Bainbridge 
Colby, a Shipping Board Com- 
missioner, to the effect that 
“tt was under complete agree- 
ment with the British Govern- 
ment that the United States 
Shipping Board decided to 
take over the International 
Mercantile Marine Company's 
ships flying the British flag.” 
This is the first announcement 
that any such “decision” had been 
taken “by the United States 
Government. Discussing this 
question theNew VY) ors “Journalof 
Commerce,” in its issue of Novem- 
ber 29, suggests that an assurance 
has, been given to the British 
Admiralty that the large volume 
of tonnage which was under ¢on- 
struction in American yards for 
British account and was requisi- 
tioned in July, 191%. should be 
restored. It is argued - that 
the tonnage now under construc- 
tion in the American yards is 
almost exclusively of the catgo- 
carrying type. which is urgently 
needed in Briti8h trade, whereas 
the vessels of the White 
Star and other British lines, 
which now -form. part of the 
International Mercantile’ Marine 
Company. ura lurgely passenger 
ships, and would be correspond- 
ingly Jacceptable to the United 
States. It should. however, be 
pointed oot that no class of 
British ship has suffered during 
the war more severely than the 
liner, which has Ben. employed 
for a variety of services, such as 
armed cruisers, transports, and 
hospital ships, and every British 
line is feeling the loss of this 
high-class tonnage. which takes.a 
long time to replace. Asyet there 
is very little sign of its being 
replaced. The White Star Line, 
of which the Olympic is the 
chief unit, has rendered splendid 
service during the ‘war. The 
Atlactic Transport Line is 
another highly important British 
fleet forming part of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine.

EX-AMATEUR CHAMPION 
WINS. 


Weilnoailay, |: 


Fred Blackeborough, the York- 
shire light-weight, came to town 
with a big reputation on January 
20, and at the reopening of the 
N.S.C. he started.a bot favourite 
agaitst Bob Marriott, the ex- 
amateur champioa. Once more. 
as so often happens,. the 
experts . were proved wrong, 
and Blakeborough, after a mos 
disappointing display, was forced 
to retire after the eleventh round 
had‘ finished. He left the ring 
with many painful evidences of 
Marriott's handiwork, and it may 
be said. that from the start of the 
very first round he never looked 
like justifying the high opinion 
of his admirers. 

Marriott is built very much on 
the slender, graceful-tines of Billy 
Wells, who was one of the 
spectators of the contest—that is 
to say. if you can imagine Wells 
at about the age of 16—and he 
boxes very like our champion. 
He stands up nicely, and is quick 
to.use eitherhand. Blackeborough 
js short in the arms and legs, but 
full of fighting vigour. Owing 
to his physical disadvantages he 
was glad to get close in, and he 
held persistently. It was more 
of a wrestling match than boxing. 
but Marriott punished his man 
severely-with upper cuts and now 
and thena stinging right to the 
head. Blakeborough could not 
often get past the long arms of 
the ex-amateur, and although he 
struggled heroically against odds, 
pature forced him to acknowledge 
the full bitterness of defeat. In 
his class Blackeborough is no 
doubt a good enough lad, but his 
tlass.is not that of Marriott, who 
in his turn is certainly not 
champion. So far it looks as if 
Joe Starmer is the best of the: 
light-weights, but Marriott ought 
to have his chance now against 
the old Kettering man.
